Doylestown, February 24, 


Judge Stout held his first session of 


criminal court Monday when February 
term began. There was 
an unusually 


large attendance. The list contained 
about thirty cases, as there has not been a 
term of criminal court since last Novem- 
ber. A majority of the cases consisted of 
petty offences. 
It was rumored before court convened 


that-Jndge Stout would announce some 
changes in the corps of tipstaves and other 
attaches, but nothing of the kind took 
place. Judge Stout handed down several 
opinions at the opening session. One of 
them concerned a motion for a new trial 
in the Mood-Beaumont 
case involving 


damages to plaintiif's property growing 
out of repairs to a mill race at the Beau- 
mont mill at Dyerstown. The exceptions 
were dismissed and the new trial refused. 
In bis opinion Judge Stout-stated that the i 
case was submitted to the jury upon all 
the facts and a verdict rendered against 
the defendant. The Court could find no 
fault with the verdict. Two otnor opinion! 
concerned the distribution of a portion of 
the dcwer fund of the estete of George 
Allum, deceased. The Court gave judg- 
ment de terris for plaintiffs for $262.94 
and costs. 


In a fourth opinion a new trial was re- 


fused in the case of Frank W. Hinkle 
against the Philadelphia and Easton Rail- 
way Company, a suit to recover damages 
for alleged contamination of a well grow- 
ing out of the construction of the railway 
Tne jury had found for the defendant. It 
was averred in support of the motion for a 
new trial that Aaron Kratz, an officer of 
the road, and others, had discussed the 
case in the presence ot their jury at their 
hotel. This statement, the Court said, 
was not supported by any evidence other 
than the allegations of the plaintiff, who 
was unaWe to state what jurors hud been 
approached. 
Mr. Krntz had denied thnt 


he discussed the subject with any of the 
jurors. 
Moreover the defendant went to 


trial without making any such charges as 
had b<.en lied in support of the motion for 
a new trial, which WHS refused and excep- 
tions dismissed.

$75 from E. W. Halbert, of Jamison, got 
three years in the penitentiary. 


John Saylor and Michael Keolan, wire 


thieves, pleaded guilty but sentence was 
deferred pending inquiry as to record and 
previous character of the defendants. 


Francis Wrigley, aged 13, pleaded guilty 


to placing an obstruction on a railroad 
track at Somerton. Subsequently the plea 
was withdrawn and the case will be heard 
in the Juvenile Court. 


Hugh Brogan, Peter 
Harkins and 


Charles Sackville, three Bristol boys, two 
of them quite small, pleaded not guilty to 
the charges for felonious entry, larceny 
and receiving stolen goods. Mra Bertha 
Lake, of Bristol, was the prosecutrix.

II any citizen of this county ie burdened 


with a surplus of sympathy he can leave 
it at tbe County Commissioners' office, 
where it will t>e most acceptable. 
The 


Democratic Board needs It, In brief, the 
Board is in a hole. The situation may be 
summed up in a sentence: The Board, at 
a meeting held Monday, increased the tax 
rate. The situation has its humorous 
features, especially whern it concerns 
Democratic arithmetic. This is tbe prob- 
lem in "aggers:" Just before the Febru- 
ary election the Doylestown Democrat, the 
party organ, announced that the Demo- 
cratic Commissioners bud saved $10,000 
as compared with Republican expendi- 
tures. 
But the following facts belong in 


front of that visionary claim: 


Republicans, under the, old tax rate, al- 


ways had a surplus of about $80,000 at tbe 
close of tbe year. 


Republicans, under a reduced tax rate, 


retired with a balance of $40,000 in the 
treasury. 


The Democratic Board Boon used this 


and was compelled to borrow $20,000. 


The Democratic Board, in spite ot party 


condemnation of the old tax rate in con- 
vention resolutions and party organs, has 
been compelled to restore it. 
They could 


not meet expenses under the reduced tax 
rate which enabled their Republican pre- 
decessors to hand over to them $40,000. 


Yet they claim to have saved the county 


$10,000! 


It is idle to comment on the situation. 


Tha figures speak for tbemselvss. In a 
word, instead of having $80,000 in the 
treasury the county owts a banking insti- 
tution money and the tax rate is higher 
than it as been for years.

IAW. 


State Senator Algernon B. Roberts, ol 


Mon^omery county, Is devoting a great 
deal of bis time, money and energy in tin 
effort to have the great advantages of im- 
proved highways properly appreciated,am 
•also lo cause a realization of the benefits 
thet can be derived by townships availing 
themselves of the provisions of the new 
State road law. 


It is almost Inconceivable that farmers 


and residents of the countiy - districts cun 
be content and at the same time wutcl 
their teams straining every nerve while 
pulling loads through mud that oftimes 
nearly roaches the axles of wagons. Th 
rein* ly Is In the hands of the people 
Tlifc State treasury, to the eitent of sove 
ml million* ot dollars, is behind loca 
efforts for improved conditions, 
tialva 


tion is offered, but it cannot be imposed. 


No county in the State is more sadly in 


need of better roads than Bucks 
Of ul 


the counties in the State which one woul 
naturally think should wish to have firs 
class thoroughfares, it is Bucks—eepeci 
ully the lower end. 
Adjoining as it does 


Philadelphia, with the latter's fine stone 
highways, the transition is horrible when 
the liny separating the two counties i 
crossed. 


If there is only a quickening of publii 


sentiment and an active Interest taken 
for better conditions, the way will be foun 
to be easy and the burden of cost light. 


In a letter addressed to tils constituent 


in Montgomery county relative to the ne 
road law, Senator Roberts says: 


I more than regret to hear that in cor 


tuin purts of Montgomery county, um 
especially in Skippack township, the eiti 
zens are opposing good road eoristructioi 
which is now possible under our new Run 
Bill. I feel sure that it is more bocaus 
the i latter is such a new one, tlmt inun, 
fail lo thoroughly understand what th 
bill means than because the people prole 
a bail road to a good one. 
Of course, i 


the i itzens of a township prefer a mu< 
road, in the spiing of the sear, full c 
bole^, and ruts along wlneh it is ulmog 
iinpon-llile to drive a team, let alone hau 
a linr sized loud, to a good, hard, sinoot 
surfi oe, which can bu obtained for practi 
cully the same amount that is now spen 
upon the dirt roads, then they shoul 
stroii lily oppose any new road constructio: 
und'T the Kond Uill. 
But if they me op 


posed to accept the offer of the State be 
cause they fear it will increase their rut 
uf tniation, ana that the ronil will be con 
strut ted according to methods which nr 
highly objetiomililo to them, and tha 
then probably would be much of what w 
hear called today political corruption con 
connected vuth the letting of contracts 
lot me assure jou that if the Ijill mean 
unj thing its provisions are drawn curofull 
to exclude the possibility of fraud by pub 
lie i ftieers u n loss t ho re bo « connivane 
between the State Highway Department 
the County Commissioners and the Bou 
of Supei VISOIB, and it hardly seems to i 
that public morals are at such a low o 
that such a state of affairs could exist. A 
any iatcs the best way to find out is t< 
make & tual and see what happens. 


But I take it that the most serious con 


tontion that is raised against the new rou 
law 19 that it will be impossible to procee 
under it without a raise of local taxatio 
1 wish to sa>, that as one who was deeply 
interested in the passage of this bill, thu 
if it were presumed for one moment tha 
the I ill would cause a raise in the pri'son 
heavi- road tin lutes, uhich prevail in on 
funning districts, I for one would havi 
oppoied its passage rather than have urgc< 
it 


In my humble opinion, gleaned fron 


past experience in looking after publi 
roadH, und also from my knowledge o 
Montgomery county, which was olitaine< 
by u personal visit to almost evory part o 
it, there is not n single township in oil 
coun'y which could not, without raising 
its piesent tax rate, enjoy the privileges o 
this new road law and construct at least a 
half mile, if not a mile, a year of a firs 
class macadamised road. 
The difficult, 


is, that we have gone n long time sceini 
quantities of money wasted carelessly h. 
maintaining or endeavoring to maintaii 
mud roads that we have become accustom 
ed overy year to see thousands ot dollar 
wasttd in shoveling a lot of mud upon the 
centre of the road, which is quickly wash 
ed oH by the ram laming the "lost state 
of that road worse than the first." 


If the Supervisors would take half the! 


present revenues frnvi taxation, and use 
that amount to judiciously repair danger 
aus place*, and open ditches only where 
necessary, keep their bridges in repair am 
take trie other halt and use that for some 
purpose which will be a lasting benefit to 
the township, such as the construction o: 
a good macadam road, the result in the 
couni ry districts would be an enormous 
benelit in more ways than one. 


Take for example the township ot Skip 


pack, which according to reports spends 
the inrge sum of $3359.90 annually in 
maintaining its dirt roads. If it would set 
aside but the small proportion of $100 0( 
yearly, apply for the benefits of the new 
road law, the result would be that $2000.00 
more money wo'uld be brought in the 
townchip from the State 
and county, 


which would not only result in a benefit to 
the citizens by having thnt amount spent 
in tb< township, but would also result in 
the contraction of a fine piece of macad- 
amized road upon which the farmers could 
haul at all seasons of the year a load of 
2200 iiounds ot the same amount of expense 
which he now requires to haul 1200. 
Be 


could haul 100 bushels of wheat a mile 
for twenty cents, which now costs him a 
dollai, the value of his farm hind would 
increase,' because withont exception the 
value of land has increased in every town- 
ship in our county where good roads have 
been constructed, not to speak of 
the 


amount of solid comfort that would be en- 
joyed. 


It makes one feel ashamed to think that 


our county, which is one of the richest in 
the State, full of the finest and most pro- 
ductive farms, should be obliged to sub- 
mit to the present condition of its miser- 
able highways, when the Island of Porto 
Rico, which this country has so recently 
acquit ed, where but few of the inhabi- 
tants can read and write, should have 
lonstrifcted through its farming country 
i magnificent system of macadamized 
lighways. 


As I have said before I feel sure that 


;he reason so much apathy is shown to- 
ward this new law is because it is not pro- 
perly understood rather than because the 
people do not wish to have better roads. 
3nly recently I took a trip through New 
Jersey to examine their highways and see 
low tlie road law they have is considered 
imonj; the farmers, and without exception 
! (ailed to find one farmer who was op- 
rosed to the Jersey law, and who did not 
tell me that his farm land was increased 
o value by the construction of good roads, 
which are now found all over the State, 
nstead of the sandy, mud holes which 
were there before, and when one bears in 
mind that the Jersey law only permits the 
State to pay one-third of the cost of the 
construction, whereas our law turns thn 
proportion around and makes the State 
lay tno-thirds, is it not worth while at 
east to make a trial 1 


I, of course, know that there are many 


matters which should be changed in the 
)resent law but the only way that we can 
find out what if, wrong is by making a test 
and I can assure yon that DO one will be 
more pleased than I to endeavor at the 
next session of the Legislature to have 
the law changed in such a way that U be 
more ndaptable to our county than it is at 
iresent, and if changes are necessary will 
te more than pleased to receive any sug- 
gestions that any of our citizens may 
make in reference to the matter.

Along the upper Delaware rivermtn are

LANDSCAPE PHOTOGRAPHY. 


rhl> In the Mont Encon&aa-IaB Work 


For tbe Camera Amateur. 


The most encouraging out of door 


subjects for tlie beginner in photogra- 
phy are landscapes. The most impor- 
tant point in photographing a land- 
scape is the selection of It; tbe choos- 
ing of a bit of scenery which, when 
translated to black and white, will 
form an interesting picture. You must 
always bear In mind that the beautiful 
colors which you see in nature and 
upon tbe ground glass will not be pres- 
ent In the photograph, which must 
rely for Its beauty upon form and light 
and shade 
When you wish to photo- 


graph a landscape, take plenty of time 
to think about it. 
After jou have 


chosen 
your subject, determine the 


point of greatest interest and then de- 
cide whether the picture will look best 
with this point directly in tbe center, 
to one side or toward the top or bot- 


tom. 


If you live near the spot you intend 


to photograph, it will pay you to notice 
at w hat time of year it is most beauti- 
ful 
Some landscapes look very com- 


monplace in summer, but make stun- 
ning pictures when half buried in the 
snow 
Waterfalls often look best in 


early spring, because there is a greater 
volume of water pouring over them at 
that time than at any other. 


A most Interesting series of pictures 


may be made by choosing a beautiful 
bit of landscape and photographing it 
from the same point at frequent inter- 
vals throughout the year. The first 
picture, we will say, is taken when the 
ground and trees are covered with 
snow, the second when most of the 
snow is melted and the rest lies in 
patches here and there and the third 
when tbe fields are flooded with rains. 
After these would come pictures show- 
Ing tbe trees in bud, in leaf, in blossom, 
with fruit and later dismantled with 
the frosts of autumn. — Philadelphia 
Record. 


WHITE HOUSE STABLES. 


The Flnt of Them Wax Destroyed 


1>y the Brltlnh Troopi. 


The original Wbite House stable was 


located about sixty yards south of the 
White House, in which aie now the 
private grounds of the executive man- 
sion, and was the first thing destroyed 
when the British captured the White 
House during the war of 1812 
Presi- 


dents Monroe and Adams kept their 
horses at a livery stable, and when 
General Jackson came to the White 
House he had a stable built at a point 
some distance from the presidential 
mansion. This stable was also used for 
a time by President Van Buren, but 
later he boarded bis horses at a livery 
stable 


President Pieice kept his horses in a 


stable which was erected in tbe White 
House grounds at a point comparative- 
ly but a short distance from the man- 
sion itself 
When President Buchanan 


caine to the White House he bad the 
stable enlarged, and it was again en- 
larged for President Lincoln, wbo kept 
a large number of horses 
President 


Johnson also made use of this stable 
for his horses and carriages. 
Up to 


Lincoln's time there was no water in 
the stable, save the limited supply 
obtained from a small well, and it was 
customary to take the White House 
horses to the Potomac river, fully half 
a mile "distant, hi order that they might 
be watered, and frequently the White 
House carriages were taken thither to 
be washed.—Outdoor Sport.
